water dept, laments

Lompoc’s Water Commission and the 
department it oversees are doing a 
balancing act. walking a thin line 
between falling revenues on the one hand 
and burgeoning costs on the other. 
The brutal facts of life were aired 
Wednesday at a regular commission 
meeting in Lompoc City Hall. 
W ater revenues at $75,000 for 
February were down about 21 per cent 
from the figure of $97,000 for January, 
according to A1 Thompson, department 
supervisor, because there was less water 
sold 
Thompson told the commission 
there would have to be some drastic 
changes if the reduced revenue picture 
became a trend in the months to come. 
He didn’t elaborate, but he conceded 
such an eventuality could mean a hike in 
the monthly water rates or a cut in ser­ 
vices 
Thompson said later that the area was 
probably in the first stage of “ a basic 
consideration for normal water conser­ 
vation.’’ 
On the other hand it will cost an es­ 
timated 18 5 per cent more to run the 
department during the next fiscal year 
according to commissioners J D 
De 
Bolt and J W. Mixsell, members of a 
budget review committee. The two 
blamed the increase on increased costs 
of power, chemicals, accounts and

collections, insurance and retirement 
obligations The commission approved 
the budget and sent it along to the city 
council, but with a plea for a reduction in 
the ultimate increase in costs 
The department is in the unique posi­ 
tion of needing to keep water sales high 
in order to pull in the needed revenues, 
and at the same time to develop a water 
conservation program. Thompson con­ 
ceded that the water table had dropped 
about 17 feet in the past few years, but he 
said water supplies were adequate. 
A severe water conservation program 
would pose dire problems for the depart­ 
ment. according to most observers. 
“ The greater the conservation program, 
the greater effect on revenues,” 
Thompson told the commission Earlier 
he had noted: “ In order to meet present 
service levels, a water rate increase 
would be necessary if a severe water 
conservation program became neces­ 
sary.” 
Jack Myers, commission chairman 
said a 30 per cent cut in water sales 
would plunge the department into 
“ economic straits.” 
But water conservation is on its way 
nevertheless Thompson said new state 
laws will require low flush toilets among 
other measures and the changes will 
enable the city to absorb new residents 
without placing undue stress on the city’s 
water treatment plant. 
Thompson is preparing an outline for 
water conservation for submission to the 
commission in about three months. He 
said he will seek input from the public 
and other city departments.

No horsetrading on 
tax rebate: Carter 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President Carter said today 
Congress should pass his $50 rebate for Americans because 
the Treasury will collect at least $10 billion more than the 
government spends this year. 
And, he warned, he will not trade approval of 30 endan­ 
gered water projects around the country just to get approval 
of the rebate. Angry senators are balking at the rebate plan 
because of the water projects list. 
“ I feel very strongly that the (tax) money should go back 
to the taxpayers.” Carter said. 
“ I ’m not inclined at all to trade” the water projects, he 
said. “ I ’m not much of a trader. That’s one of my political 
defects for which I ’ve been criticized.” 
But he also said “ I feel the prospects are good” that 
Congress will include the $50 tax rebate for lower and many 
middle-income Americans in his tax rebate package. 
Carter talked with reporters in the White House press 
room after issuing a major policy statement on nuclear 
power. He discussed the nuclear statements, but his 
remarks were mainly aimed at rebates and water projects. 
“ Based on the best information available to us now.” he 
said, “ we’ll have an accumulated spending shortfall for this 
current fiscal year, fiscal year 1977, plus revenue collections 
in excess of the anticipated amount of about $10 billion. 
“ In other words we have collected about $10 billion more 


Grand Jury supports Cox 
on Lompoc court upgrading 


The Board of Supervisors has been in­ 
formed by the County Grand Jury that it 
supports the contention of Lompoc 
Municipal Court Judge Terrill Cox that 
the Lompoc court facility has many 
“ inadequacies.” 


Foreman Gail Towbes said the Grand 
Jury agrees “ some action be taken to es­

Judge Cox, who was Lompoc Justice 
Court Judge before a municipal court 
was set up last year, has outlined to the 
county supervisors deficiencies in the 
court at a time when the board has been 
making plans for a new court facility. 
Pending construction of a new court. 


the present court facilities fall below ac­ 
ceptable standards, however, the board 
was told, in that courtroom seating for 30 
is insufficient, with more than 100 
persons on hand at times for traffic 
court; the courtroom is inadequately 
ventilated. the clerk's office is small and 
overcrowded with five clerks making use 
of it; the facility lacks a jury delibera­ 
tion room; storage space is lacking; 
there is no law library, holding cell or 
attorney-client consultation room; the 
courtroom has no security system, with 
windows lacking bars, and prisoners 
brought into court through a congested 
main lobby, making possible escapes

WASHINGTON (U P I) - In a move to 
stem supplies of deadly plutonium in the 
United States, President Carter today 
halted work on the controversial fast 
breeder nuclear reactor and outlawed 
extraction of plutonium from spent reac­ 
tor fuel. 
Carter’s request reversed a long­ 
standing 
administration policy and 
canceled programs considered vital by 
the nuclear power industry to stretch 
uranium reactor fuel supplies 
Unlike past presidents, however. 
C arter accepted argum ents that 
plutonium — one of the most deadly 
poisons known to man, and the material 
from which nuclear bombs can be easily 
made — offers more risks than benefits. 
“ The benefits of nuclear power are ... 
very real and practical,” Carter said. 
“ But a serious risk accompanies world­ 
wide use of nuclear power — the risk 
that components of the nuclear power 
process will be turned to provide atomic 
weapons." 
A panel of senators warned Carter 
Wednesday that a few terrorists could 
build a crude atomic bomb with only 
stolen nuclear material, unclassified in­ 
structions and a simple workshop 


Carter 
today 
announced five other 
government actions including a pledge to 
urge other nations to follow the U.S. 
lead. 


Carter’s actions threw into doubt the 
futures of a $2 billion government 
breeder reactor construction program at 
Oak Ridge. Tenn , and of a private 
enrichment plant being built by Allied- 
General at Barnwell, S.C. 


The President said he does not intend 
to terminate “ as such” the Tennessee 
project, called the Clinch River Breeder 
Reactor But his suspension of the com­ 
mercial use of breeders apparently 
would erase the prime mission for the 
plant, which was to demonstrate the 
commercial practicality of the breeder 
in the late 1980s. 
“ I would think we would continue with 
the breeder reactor program on an 
experimental basis — research and 
development — but not move nearly so 
rapidly toward commercial use,” he 
said. 
U.S., Russia 
resume talks 
on arms limit 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The United 
States and the Soviet Union today 
resumed their discussions about a 
strategic arms limitation agreement in a 
meeting between Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance and Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoli Dobrynin. 
The meeting was the first since the 
Soviet leadership rejected the two 
American proposals for a SALT II agree­ 
ment last week in Moscow Vance and 
So viet Fo reig n M in iste r Andrei 
Gromyko are scheduled to meet in 
Geneva to resume the formal negotia­ 
tions in mid-May. 
Dobrynin s mid-morning visit to the 
State department was unannounced and 
meant to be unnoticed. The Soviet 
ambassador’s car entered and left the 
building through the parking garage and 
the appointment did not appear on the 
secretary of state’s published schedule 
Dobrynin did not talk with reporters 
after the meeting 
Vance's spokesman, Hodding Carter 
III. confirmed that the meeting took 
place and said, “ A number of issues 
were discussed, including the arms 
talks.” Carter said he could not give any 
details of the discussions, 
Other officials said the details of the 
meeting were not made known to other 
State Department officials. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Wholesale 
prices soared 1.1 per cent in March on a 
surge in coffee and other food costs, .he 
Labor Department said today. 
The increase figures out to an annual 
rate of 13.2 per cent despite claims by 
the Carter administration that inflation 
is continuing at a basic rate of 5 to 6 per 
cent. 
Wholesale prices went up an average 
of 0.5 per cent in January and 0.9 per cent 
in February, which were the biggest 
gains in more than a year. 
Farm and food prices — whose modest 
growth contributed to the reduced infla­ 
tion rate in 1976 — went up sharply last 
month along with industrial com­ 
modities. the Labor Department said 
That sparked the third highest March 
wholesale price rise in 30 years. 
Raw coffee, cocoa and tea pushed 
farm prices up 2 5 per cent in March 
while prices for pork, roasted coffee. 


cereal, bread and animal feeds boosted 
the processed food index by 19 per cent. 
The March food hikes figure out to an 
annual average rate of about 30 per cent. 
In the extremely unlikely event they con­ 
tinue at that rate, the current wholesale 
price of a $10 grocery basket would go up 
to $13 in a year 
The department said the Wholesale 
Price Index, which measures the price of 
goods sold in large quantities within the 
business community, stood at 191.9 in 
March. That means business paid $1,919 
to buy goods which cost $1,000 in 1967.

from path of flood 


United Press International 
National Guardsmen moved several 
hundred persons from Williamsburg, 
K y,, today ahead of the crest of 
Cumberland River floods. Helicopters 
and trucks carried precious supplies of 
food, typhoid vaccine and drugs into 
other flood-stricken Appalachian cities. 
As new evacuations occurred at 
Williamsburg — the last southeastern 
Kentucky city in the path of the rampag- 
ing C u m b erlan d — and o th er 
downstream points along swollen 
streams, flood refugees were returning 
to wrecked or mud-bogged homes 
elsewhere in the flood zone. 
Refugees returning to the coal town of 
Matewan (population 1,500) in West 
Virginia’s Tug River Valley found little 
left. 
“ Matewan is virtually destroyed,” 
said Paul Crabtree, aide to Gov. Jay 
Rockefeller. “ The appearance of that 
valley will be different Many homes not 
washed away will have to be torn down 
and rebuilt ” 
The toll of flood or flood-related deaths 
stood at 23 and the four-day weather 
death toll was 116, including victims of 
tornadoes, accidents on rain-slicked 
highways and the crash of a hail-buffeted 
Southern Airlines jetliner. 
More than 23,000 persons were driven 
from their homes by the runaway 
waters, which the U S 
Geological 


Survey said were “ 100-year floods” at 
many points. Such floods, it explained, 
are ones not likely to be equaled or ex­ 
ceeded more than once every 100 years 
The survey said the Clinch River 
churned down its valley near Tazewell, 
Teni.,, at the rate of about 40 million 
gallons per minute—the highest known 
flow since at least 1862. 
President Carter declared 15 Kentucky 
counties disaster areas to pave the way 
for federal disaster relief. West Virginia 
and Alabama appealed to the President 
for similar action 
Property damage in Kentucky was es­ 
timated at $100 million Damage in West 
Virginia was placed at more than $50 
million Tennessee also suffered heavi­ 
ly. and there were smaller losses in 
Virginia.

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Ban urged on candy 
commercials on tv 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
consumer group, citing the es­ 
timated 20,000 television com­ 
mercials the average child sees 
every year, wants the govern­ 
ment to ban most tv ads for 
candy. 
Action for Children's Televi­ 
sion. which filed the petition 
with the Federal Trade Com­ 
m ission 
W ednesday, 
also 
lodged specific com plaints 
against four candy companies. 
The group cited commercials it 
said unduly influence children 
to eat candy to the detriment of 
their teeth and health. 
Children tend to prefer foods 
advertised on television, the 
group said. 
"Tile child may believe the 
entire commercial message, 
parrot its words and remember 
the name of the product without 
appreciating the motive of the 
advertiser,” ACT said in a 
statement. ‘‘Neither will the 


child recognize the health 
problems related to the con­ 
sumption of these products.” 
ACT President Peggy Char- 
ron said the group was hopeful 
of getting some affirmative 
response from the commission 
because the new chairman. 
Michael Pertschuk, made a 
reference to sugar coated ap­ 
proaches in his recent Senate 
confirmation hearing. 


Pertschuk said at the time he 
has a ‘‘love-hate relationship” 
with advertising and some ads 
‘‘drive me up the wall; ham­ 
mering home false slices of life, 
trafficking in greed, envy, 
loneliness, alienation, sexual in­ 
security.” 


The petition asks the FTC to 
hand down a trade- regulation 
rule which would either 
prohibit ‘‘the advertising of 
candy products on television, if 
the dominant appeal of the 


advertisement is to children.” 
or the ‘‘advertising of candy 
p ro d u c ts on 
te le v is io n 
programs for which children 
comprise at least half of the 
audience” combined with a 
total ban on candy ads before 
9:05 p.m. local time. 
If the commission does not do 
that, it said, there are four 
companies which have aired 
commercials which the FTC 
should proceed against in­ 
dividually. 
It cited fhe Nestle Co. for its 
”$100,000 bar;” the Fox-Cross 
Candy Co. for its ‘‘Charleston 
Chews;” the Squibb Corp. for 
“Life Savers,” and Mars Inc. 
for ads for “Snickers,” “Star- 
burst Fruit Chews,” and the 
“Marathon Candy Bar.” 
The group said the commer­ 
cials use “the sticky, long- 
lasting quality of the candy to 
appeal to children" in an unfair 
manner. 
Sexist hazards in fairy tales, 
rhymes reported by researchers 


MINNEAPOLIS (UPI> - The 
child who likes the story Peter. 
Peter, Pumpkin E ater may 
grow up to be a sadist and the 
girl who likes the tale of Little 
Red Riding Hood may be easy 
to seduce when she grows up. 
And the girl who likes the Old 
Woman in the Shoe may have so 
many children she doesn't know 
what to do. 
Such are the hazards of sex 
stereotyping hidden in fairy 
tales, nursery rhymes and 
children’s television shows, ac­ 
cording to Sue Hendrix and 
Linda Jones, staff members of 
the University of Minnesota 
College of Education 
They said fairy tales once 
considered innocent contain 
hidden messages — sex stereo­ 
types that are harmful to 
youngsters. 


Adults show the effects of 
stereotypes for years, they 
said, like the C inderellas 
waiting for princes and Red 
Riding Hoods who are easy to 
seduce. 


“Those who liked the little 
old woman who lived in a shoe 
may already have more chil­ 
dren than they know what to do 
with.” they said. 


People who identify only with 
the "proper traits” of their own 
sex tend to score lower in 
analytic thinking, creativity 
and general intelligence, they 
added. 


They quoted the story of 
“Peter. Peter, pumpkin eater. 
Had a wife and couldn’t keep 
her. Put her in a pumpkin shell 
and there he kept her very 
well." 
“ Parents who don't want 
their daughters to grow up in 
pumpkin shells or their sons to 
plan on using them as keeping 
places for future wives had bet­ 
ter look twice at what their pre­ 
schoolers are learning from 
fairy tales and television 
shows,” the educators said. 
The Peter, Peter, Pumpkin 
Eater fanciers, they said, could 
mistreat or abuse their wives if 
they find it difficult to “keep 
them" in their place, the ex­ 
perts have said. 
Misses Hendrix and Jones 
listed examples of stereotypes 
that can cause problems: 
— “The invisible girl, girls 
aren’t shown nearly as often as 
boys in children’s stories .” 


— “The fragile flower. Marty 
fairy tale heroines wait in their 
best clothes for a prince or hus­ 
band. They are sometimes 
stupid or silly to boot. Even the 
Bionic Woman usually needs 
help from her male super­ 
visor.” 
— “The scatterbrain Little 
Miss Muffet is afraid of a 
spider Little Red Riding Hood 
doesn’t notice it isn’t her grand­ 
mother in bed ” 
— “The pretty face. Beauty 


in fairy tales is usually seen as 
the most important quality a 
female can have.” 


They gave Sesame Street 
credit for trying to avoid some 
of these things. 


What can parents do? 


For starters, they said, they 
can call half the stuffed 
animals in the house by girls' 
names and get non-stereotyped 
books 


And, “They can give both 
baseballs and cook books to 
children of both sexes.”

WASHINGTON ( UPI) - 
Army Secretary Clifford Alex­ 
ander wants to restore GI bill 
ed u ca tio n b e n e fits as a 
recruiting incentive for the 
volunteer military system and 
says it also would be good for 
the recruits and for society. 
Alexander told UPI in an in­ 
terview that educational bene­ 
fits would be “an important in­ 
centive” in overcoming poten­ 
tial manpower problems. Re­ 
cruiting is down, because of 
both the improving economy 
and proposals to reduce mili­ 
tary retirement benefits. 
Critics, including Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
Chairman John Stennis, have 
said the volunteer system is in 
trouble and a return to the draft 
will be needed eventually But 
Alexander said he is opposed to 
considering it except in time of 
national emergency. 
“I see no evidence at this 
point that would lead me to per­ 
sonally favor a draft,” he said. 


While no formal proposals 
have taken shape, Alexander 
said educational benefits while 
troops are in the military could 
be considered a career incen­ 
tive, and after-discharge bene­ 
fits also would help. 


“ At the outside end, there are 
a number of people who might 
want to stay in the volunteer 
Army one or two terms,” Alex­ 
ander said. “Somebody in for 
one term might get one year (in 
school) paid for. and if they 
stayed two terms they’d get 
three years. It would be an in­ 
centive to keep them there.” 


Besides, he said, the addition­ 
al education which they other­ 
wise might not receive would 


benefit society as well as the in­ 
dividuals. 
Congress stopped the most 
recent form of the GI bill for 
anyone who entered the mili­ 
tary after last Dec. 31, citing 
costs as a reason. 
A total of 6.8 million veterans 
took advantage of it at a cost of 
$22 7 billion, or about $2 billion 
yearly. Military pensions total 
$8.3 billion this year. 
Alexander, 43, a Harvard 
graduate and form er civil 
rights attorney, is the first 
black Army secretary. 
He dismisses criticism — 
some of it from black spokes­ 
men who argue their race has 
to assume too big a share of the 
military burden — of the pre­ 
sent 22 per cent level of blacks 
in the Army. 
“That debate will continue,’ 
Alexander says. He acknowl­ 
edges the percentage has risen 
from 17 per cent in the last few 
years and cites as reasons a 40 
per cent unemployment rate 
among young blacks and the 
fact they have fewer opportuni­ 
ties elsewhere.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 
Palestinian guerrillas waging a 
m ajor counter-offensive in 
southern Lebanon captured the 
rightist-held town of Khiam to­ 
day in battles described as “the 
worst fighting the area has seen 
in more than 18 months, 
reports from the scene said. 
The guerrillas, reinforced by 
S y ria n -c o n tro lle d 
Saiqa 
gunm en, launched a two­ 
pronged attack that led to the 
capture of Khiam and house-to- 
house fighting in the rightist 
stronghold of Marjayoun. the 
reports said. 
But the right-wing Phalangist 
radio said “Lebanese (rightist) 
fighters are holding their posi­ 
tions and have repelled all at­ 
tacks.” 
The Palestinian news agency 
Wafa also said Khiam had been 
captured and that Palestinian 
and Lebanese leftist forces 
shelled Marjayoun, starting 
several fires and cutting 
electricity lines. 
Travelers from the war zone 
estimated that at least 100 
persons had been killed and 70 
wounded in the clashes. 
In Beirut, members of the 
right-wing alliance known as 
the “ Lebanese Front” issued a 
call to Arab kings and presi­ 
dents to put a stop to the 
Palestinian offensive and dis­ 
arm the guerrillas by force if 
necessary

TEHRAN. Iran (UPI) - A 
series of earthquakes hit a wide 
area of Iran Wednesday night 
and today, causing heavy 
damage and loss of life, of­ 
ficials said. 
The Ministry of Information 
said at least 100 persons were 
confirm ed dead from the 
Wednesday night quake which 
hit villages southwest of Isfa­ 
han near the Zagross Moun 
tains, about 250 miles south of 
Tehran. 
Iran Radio English-language 
news broadcasts said 572 
persons had died in the 
tremors, but Ministry of Infor­ 
mation officials were unable to 
confirm that figure and Per- 
sian-language news broadcasts 
carried much lower death tolls. 
The Wednesday quake regis­ 
tered 6.5 on the open-ended 
Richter scale and was followed 
today with a 5 5 aftershock in 
the vicinity of Bushehr. 765 
miles south of Tehran 
Later today, a 40 tremor 
struck the area south of Shiraz. 
590 miles south of Tehran. 
Bushehr is site where West 
Germany is building two 12.000- 
megawatt nuclear power sta­ 
tions for Iran. There was no 
report of any damage there or

On April 1. a quake register­ 
ing 5.5 hit the same Persian 
Gulf area. There were no 
reports of fatalities from the 
April 1 tremor

1 pkg. yellow cake mix ( 9 oz.) 
1 box black cherry Jello 
1 box banana cream pudding 
1 box vanilla pudding 
4 cups milk 
2 3 tsp. red food coloring 
2 cups whipping cream 
6 walnuts (optional) 
Bake cake according to package directions and let 
cool, then crum ble it into glass dessert bowl. 
Make Jello and pour it over the cake crumbs. 
R efrigerate until firm ly set. Mix banana cream pud­ 
ding with 2 cups milk and cook until barely bubbling. 
Put in refrigerator to cool, removing it occasionally to 
stir. 
Pour cooled pudding over Jello mixture, being sure 
to spread it evenly, and return to refrigerator 
Mix vanilla pudding with rest of milk and follow 
sam e procedure as with the banana cream pudding, 
except to add the food coloring to give a rich pink 
coloring 
Top with whipped cream when completely set and 
decorate with chopped walnuts if desired 
Keep refrigerated until ready to serve. 
Mrs Jam eson a native of Ireland now living in Lom­ 
poc. credits England as origin for the dessert before 
its spread to Scotland and Ireland. 


For those who like to serve lamb or ham at E aster 
according to their personal recipes and tastes, the des­ 
sert is a light yet rich finale. Some persons might 
perhaps choose the following m eat recipe, also an 
Alpha Club offering from the files of Louise Delp. 
Meat Loaf Roll 
4 tbsp butter 
2 tbsp. minced onion 
4 cups cubed bread 
12 cup diced celery 
2 tbsp parsley 
1 lb ground m eat 
1 tsp salt 


>4 tsp pepper 
11 cup milk 
cream of mushroom soup or cream of celery soup 
Melt butter and add onion; cook until tender. Mix in 
bread, celery, parsley, 12 tsp. salt and half the pepper. 
Mix well and set aside. Combine beef, milk and 
remaining salt and pepper Add one cup of stuffing and 
mix well. 
Place m eat m ixture on waxed paper, cover with a 
second sheet and roll the m eat to approxim ately 9x11 
inches. Remove top sheet of paper and place rem ain­ 
ing stuffing on m eat Roll up, pinching edges together. 
Place in baking pan and bake 45 m inutes at 350 
degrees. Slice and serve with a sauce of cream of 
mushroom or cream of celery soup. Yield 6-8 servings. 


A nice accom panim ent for any of the m eat choices 
would be 
Cheese Buscuits 
2 cups Bisquick 
3 4 cup grated sharp Cheddar cheese 
4-6 tbsp chopped chives 
'2 cup w ater 
Mix cheese and chives with Bisquick. Add Vz cup 
w ater all at once. Stir with fork into a soft dough. 
Beat dough 15 strokes. It will be stiff and sticky. Roll 
dough around on cloth-covered board, lightly dusted 
with Bisquick to prevent sticking. Knead gently 8-10 
tim es. 
Roll into rectangle 4 inch thick Place in ungreased 
pan and m ark into squares Bake 10-15 m inutes at 450 
degrees. 
These are a favorite of Jennie M artin.

Avocado Bacon Cocktail 
Use this as a first course instead of salad. For six 
servings mix 
1 1 cup m ayonnaise 
’ 2 cup chili sauce 
2 tbsp lemon juice 
1 1 cup orange juice 
Carefully fold in: 2 cups diced avocado. 1 cup finely 
sliced celery. 2 tbsp minced chives Chill thoroughly. 
Serve in cocktail glasses, sprinkling with 1/4 cup 
crisp crum bled bacon on top of each serving.

Jack Carter, the President’s 29- 
year old son. says he does not 
plan to have his general dis­ 
charge from the Navy upgraded 
to honorable. 
President Carter recently 
signed an order giving recipi­ 
ents of both general and dis­ 
honorable discharges the oppor­ 
tunity to apply for review of 
their cases. 
Jack, discharged from the 
Navy for smoking marijuana, 
said he's not going to take ad­ 
vantage of that order because 
he doesn’t want people to think 
his father did it just for him. 


" I read about it in the new­ 
spaper." young Carter said 
Wednesday on ABC’s Good 
Morning America. “ As far as 
I'm concerned, it doesn't make 
a great deal of difference I ’m 
one of those people who were 
lucky in a sense I didn’t get dis­ 
criminated against because I 
had a general discharge. 


“ I don't personally intend to 
take advantage of what was of­ 
fered for a number of reasons. 
The first, and most obvious, is 
that my father is President and 
he’s the one that’s kind of 
authorized this. And I don’t 
want people to think he did that 
for me. because he didn't." 


Limitations statute extended 
on $50,000 gift to Kissinger 


W ASH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
Henry Kissinger has agreed to 
give the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice more time to determine if 
he should pay income taxes on 
his $50,000 “ gift" from Nelson 
R o ckefeller in 1969, U P I 
learned today. 
A source close to the former 
secretary of state said Kissing­ 
er signed a waiver necessary to 
extend the statute of limitations 
in the case. 
Kissinger is one of 27 friends 
or associates who received gifts 
totaling $2 million from the 
former vice president and who 
are being investigated by the 
IRS 
The IR S has ruled in two test 


cases that the Rockefeller gifts 
were actually income and 
therefore subject to income 
taxes, since the recipients 
worked for Rockefeller when he 
was governor of New York 
State. 
Ironically the ruling could 
mean a $1 million windfall for 
Rockefeller. 
Rockefeller paid nearly $1 
million in gift taxes on the 
funds. If the IR S rules the 
money was income, he will get 
the gift tax back The govern­ 
ment then will have to collect 
the income tax from all the 
recipients — and the total could 
be more than Rockefeller 
originally paid in gift taxes. 


Rockefeller spokesman Hugh 
Morrow earlier had confirmed 
a prelim inary IR S decision 
against gift recipients in two 
“ test cases.’’ 
Morrow refused to name the 
two but it was learned they 
were Ann Whitman. Rockefel­ 
ler’s chief of staff when he was 
vice president, who received 
$20.000, and Henry Diamond, 
former New York State com­ 
missioner of environental con­ 
servatio n , 
who received 
$36,210.06. 
It was learned that all or 
most of those who had received 
gifts from Rockefeller signed 
waivers extending the statute 
of limitations

After two guilty verdicts 
were overturned by the U.S. Su­ 
preme Court, he was convicted 
in a third trial. A death 
sentence was later commuted 
to life imprisonment and Norris 
was paroled after serving 15 
years in prison. He fled the 
state in 1946, and did not return 
until a pardon was issued last 
year

SAN FRANCISCO (U P I) - 
The measles rate in California 
the first quarter of this.year 
was six times higher than the 
same period last year despite 
an excellent immunization rate, 
a state health official has 
reported. 
Dr. Ronald Roberto, of the 
state Health Department’s divi­ 
sion of infectious diseases, said 


Wednesday 3.066 cases of the 
usually mild but potentially 
fatal disease were reported for 
the first 12 weeks of 1977, com­ 
pared to 458 cases for the same 
period last year and 887 the 
year before. 
Roberto said if the present 
pace continues, the 1977 total 
could exceed 12.000 cases, com­

Roberto said the outbreak 
was occuring despite a high im­ 
munization rate for California 
school children, 88 per cent. 
He said before the develop­ 
ment of effective measles vac­ 
cines in the late 1960s. between 
30.000 and 60.000 California 
children contracted the disease 
each year.

Playing in 38-degree temperatures 
which Cincinnati Manager Sparky 
Anderson said made the caliber of play

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) — Monte Clark, ousted in a 
m anagem ent power struggle after a prom ising rookie 
coaching year for the San Francisco 49ers, says he turned 
down a pay raise and a longer contract because of his con­ 
science 
“ I struggled long and hard with it," C lark said Wednesday 
of his decision not to accept a new contract which would 
have stripped him of some m anagem ent powers. 
“ I tried to look at it from every position. And I felt finally 
that I could not face the players, the coachers or the fans 
with a fat pocketbook and a guilty conscience.” 
New 49er owner Edw ard DeBartoio Jr. announced the fit* 
ing Wednesday after he said he was unable to get Clark to 
renegotiate his contract despite the offer of a 30 per cent 
raise and a tw o-year extension of his three-year contract. 
DeBartoio had nam ed form er Colts’ G eneral M anager Joe 
Thomas as the new 49ers' general m anager and he said he 
w anted Thomas, and not Clark, to direct the overall opera­ 
tion of the club. 
“ My job w as redefined to the extent that I didn’t think I 
could work effectively." Clark mused following the firing. 
“ F or me to operate in the way I think is best requires an 
atm osphere and an attitude I felt if I couldn't control situa­ 
tions that created that atm osphere and that attitude, that I 
couldn't be at my best.” 
Last season Clark took a perennial second-rate team which 
had finished 5-9 the previous year and got them off to a 6-1 
start before losing some close gam es in the second half of 
the season and finishing 8-6. 
DeBartoio. who said he “ate his guts out" trying to reach a 
com prom ise with Clark, insisted he still wanted Clark to 
coach the team 
“ We are not talking to any coaches at this tim e and we 
sincerely hope Monte will reconsider.” DeBartoio said. 
Defensive end Cedric H ardm an echoed D eBartolo's state­ 
m ent. noting. "Hopefully. Monte will still be with us. It 
sounds like they haven’t closed negotiations.

After all, with the 
Warren Com mission in­ 
vestigation and the trials of 
those charged with the 
murders, isn’t it reasonable to 
believe the facts are out? Ap­ 
parently not, and considering 
no less than three people have 
died since these investigations 
began, including a Mafia 
kingpin, Sam Giancana, 
there seems to be something 
behind the curtain which 
desperately wants to remain 


exactly where it presently is 
... hidden. 


A variety of movies and 
books have been made 
available to the American peo­ 
ple with as many theories and 
proposals as there are books 
and movies. More than several 
of these "heories are quite 
provacative, and have served 
to keep unanswered questions 
in the minds of the populace. 


That an investigation of the 
scope as the one to be con­ 
ducted by the Select Commit­ 
tee is necessary, we believe, 
goes without saying. So many 
related deaths tend to require 
such action. And while it’s pos­ 
sible we might know no more 
at the end of the committee’s 
investigation than we 
do at 
present, the effort is justified, 
if for no other reason than to 
help to dispel the national 
mood now pinned to those 
murders.

Germ Warfare: No protection 


Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
New Mexico wealth 


SANTA FE. N.M. — The gold seekers 
digging into Victorio Peak on the White 
Sands Missile Range are pursuing a will- 
‘o-the*wisp out of New Mexico's roman­ 
tic past. But there is a chance of great 
wealth in the northern part of the state 
enriching what is otherwise a poor 
desert-mountain country with a small, 
scattered population. 
New Mexico has the 
largest reserves of 
u ra n iu m 
in 
th e 
country, and with the 
price jumping almost 
day to day as more 
and m ore nuclear 
power reactors come 
onto the line, it is a 
bonanza th a t, for 
another 10 to 20 years, 
will keep down taxes 
and underwrite public 
works. The uranium 
mines are owned and exploited largely 
by five of the nation’s big oil companies. 
Until recenUy. they were getting by 
with a miniscule severance tax. But the 
session of the legislature just ended 
worked a revolution despite the pressure 
of some of the most able lobbyists in this 
capital. 
The tax is now roughly 5 per cent, and 
with other state levies. Gov. Jerry 
Apodaca estimates that it will bring in 
$45 million this year, and in another 10 
years, with the increase in the price of 
uranium, perhaps as much as $300 
million. 
The vigorous, hard-punching Apodaca. 
with the skilled help of Aubrey Dunn, 
chairman of the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. put through the tax increase over 
the clamor of an often-obstreperous 
legislature At the same time, the gover­ 
nor won approval for a reorganization 
plan like the one that Jimmy Carter, as 
governor of Georgia, initiated in his 
state. 
There is. however, a large joker in this 
deck About 10 per cent of New Mexico’s 
one million population are Indians. And 
Indians all over the country are as­ 
serting rights they have never asserted 
before. 
Various Navajo and Zuni tribes occupy 
up to 40 per cent of the uranium land 
They could assert their rights to still 
another severance tax. or, for that mat­ 
ter. to the total revenue from the lands 
they occupy This specter haunts the 
owners who have enjoyed such a rich 
reward from the uranium bonanza 


Indian tribes from Maine to Montana 
are turning to federal law to lay claim to 
lands that belonged to their ancestors 
before the white man conquered them. 
Something like that is happening in New 
Mexico, where 19 pueblos, or reserva­ 
tions. are insisting on what they say are 
sovereign rights. 


Tribal chieftains are refusing to pay 
state liquor licenses or any other form of 
state license. In the southern part of the 
state. Indians have built and are 
operating a resort hotel called Inn of the 
Gods. They have no liquor license, 
although they have a bar and sell 
alcoholic drinks to their guests 


This has caused widespread indigna­ 
tion Apodaca has received hundreds of 
letters of protest. He read exerpts from 
one such letter from a conservative 
Republican, who said: “We won that war 
(with the Indians) and they should be 


willing to pay 
taxes and accept 
restraints like every other citizen.” 
New Mexico is essentially a conser­ 
vative state. Apodaca recently dis­ 
tributed a sizable surplus to taxpayers 
rather than spend it on new projects. 
Under the state constitution he cannot 
run for a second term, and the belief 
here is that he will run for the Senate 
against Sen. Pete Domenici, whose term 
expires next year. Apodaca s style is 
much like Carter's — crisscrossing the 
state, getting to know people at first 
hand, keeping in close touch with the 
people. 
Last November Sen. Joseph M Mon­ 
toya. serving out his third term, was 
defeated by a Republican. Harrison 
Schmitt, who made much of his having 
been one of the moon-walk astronauts. 
He is following an ultraconservative line 
in the Senate 
Although New Mexico was one of the 
western states that went solidly for 
Ford. President Carter has named at 
least 10 New Mexicans to posts at the 
level of assistant secretary or above. 
This is in accord with Carter’s promise 
to name men and women of Hispanic 
origin. 
The word here is “Hispanic,” since 
“Chicano” is taken to mean a Mexican- 
American. Perhaps 40 per cent of the 
population have Spanish surnames, Mon­ 
toya and Chavez being as common as 
Smith in the East. 
It is a country that takes a passionate 
hold on escapees from pollution and 
overcrowding in the great urban centers 
Santa Fe is full of trust beneficiaries who 
glory in the solitude of the mountains and 
the wide expanse of the big sky. 


WASHINGTON - The Army has con­ 
ducted hundreds of germ warfare tests 
in places like New York City’s subway 
system and Washington’s National Air­ 
port. Yet, incredibly, no one has 
bothered to prepare plans to protect the 
American citizenry from a biological at­ 
tack. 
The m ilitary has 
spent millions on ways 
to defend ag a in st 
biological w arfare, 
but has concentrated 
only on protecting its 
own tro o p s . The 
general population is 
su p p o sed 
to 
be 
g u a rd e d 
a g a in s t 
biological attack by 
the Public Health Ser­ 
vice. Yet the agency 
a d m its it has no 
program 
whatsoever 
to protect the public. 
This glaring deficiency in the national 
defence occurs at a time when military 
analysts fear that the United States is 
becoming increasingly vulnerable to a 
biological attack from the Soviet Union. 
The United States destroyed the last of 
its offensive biological weapons in 1973 
after an agreement with the Soviets to 
ban germ warfare. But worried Pen­ 
tagon officials say they have no way of 
verifying whether the Soviets have ac­ 
tually completed their end of the agree­ 
ment. 
Contends one Army official with ac­ 
cess to the intelligence reports: “The 
Soviets clearly intend to maintain an of­ 
fensive capability, an ability to fight war 
in a chemical environment.” 
The ag en cies of governm ent, 
nevertheless, keep passing the buck in­ 
stead of protecting the public. Declared 
an Army spokesman: “The Army isn’t 
supported to protect the general popula­ 
tion from biological warfare.” 
Echoed a spokesman for the Public 
Health Service: “We don't have a role. 
There is no form al function for 
preparedness against a germ warfare at­ 
tack in the Public Health Service.” 
Footnote: 
The Agriculture Dept, 
developed defoliants for use in Vietnam 
in the 1960s. It has the responsibility to 
defend the nation's animals and crops 
against chemical warfare. But the 
Agriculture Dept , too, has no defensive 
program. Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass.. is trying to insure that someone 
will protect the public from a chemical 
attack. 
STRANGE DIPLOMACY - While the 
world spotlight is focused on Soviet- 
American talks, relations between the 
United States and Czechsolvakia have 
seriously deteriorated 
Curiously, the reason for the rupture

can be traced to the influence of a potent 
Washington law firm. The firm’s most 
prominent partner, ex-Sen. George 
Smathers. D-Fla., is a back-slapping 
buddy of Senate Finance Chairman Rus­ 
sell Long. D-La. 
At the law firm’s instigation, the oblig­ 
ing Long began obstructing delicate 
negotiations with the Czechs. He recent­ 
ly fired off a brash letter to Secretary of 
State Cyrus Vance about the Czech situa­ 
tion. The powerful senator warned that 
certain conditions must be met before he 
would allow normalized relations with 
Czechoslovakia 
The story should be told from the 
beginning: 
During World War II, the Allies con­ 
fiscated 18.4 metric tons of Czech gold 
Later the Communists nationalized U.S. 
corporations in Czechoslovakia, leaving 
the companies with more than $80 
million in claims against the Czech 
government. U.S.-Czech relations quick­ 
ly soured 
But some two years ago, the State 
Dept, and the Czech foreign ministry 
completed negotiations which were sup­ 
posed to lead to normalized relations 
between the two countries. The Czechs 
were willing to settle the corporate 
claims for about 40 cents on the dollar. In 
return, the United States would grant 
Czechoslovakia better trading status and 
would return the gold. 
Most of 
those with claims against 
Czechoslovakia considered the settle­ 
ments the best deal that would be ob­ 
tained But the large corporations, which 
didn’t need the money and could write 
off the loss, weren’t satisfied. 
After considerable persuasion from 
Smathers’ law firm. Long and Sen. Mike 
Gravel, D-Alaska, destroyed the agree­ 
ment that the State Dept had labored so 
hard to assemble. They introduced an 
amendment to the Foreign Trade Act 
that denied Czechslovakia all the 
promised concessions until the Czechs 
paid off 100 per cent of the claims. This 
was an unreasonable and impossible 
request our sources contend 
The State Dept, pleaded with Long to 
drop his opposition, but the stubborn 
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senator refused. Even a group of 
Louisianans that wanted to sell rice to 
the Czechs couldn’t change his mind. 
Long’s amendment passed Congress and 
became law. 
Long also wants to keep the Czech 
gold, valued at about $100 million, even 
though the State Dept, has told him the 
United States has no legal right to it. The 
new administration also has been unable 
to budge the intransigent senator. 
In his private letter to Vance, Long 
fumed that the Finance Committee felt 
“total irritation” about the Czech affair. 
“ I have concluded that the proper 
course” is for the United States to pay 
off the corporation with the Czech gold. 
Long bluntly declared. 
Footnote: Through a spokesman, Long 
told us his “only motive is to prevent this 
country from selling a clarim based on 
post-World War II agreements for a 
dime on a dollar.” Long said he never 
discussed the matter with Smathers. 
Smathers did not return our calls and 
Gravel refused to comment. 
BANK BARGAIN - Sen. Robert 
Morgan, D-N.C., recently convinced the 
Senate Banking Committee to side with 
the savings and loan interests on a 
crucial banking bill. Morgan neglected to 
tell his colleagues, however, that he 
moonlights as a director of a savings and 
loan association. 
The North Carolina senator fervently 
argued for the extension of laws allowing 
savings and loans associations to offer 
higher interest rates than banks. 
Liberals on the committee, led by Sen. 
Thomas McIntyre, D-N.H., sought to 
limit the extension to three months to 
force reform in the banking industry. 
Morgan tried to extend it until next year, 
when the upcoming election would give 
bankers more clout on Capitol Hill. He 
succeeded in pushing it to six months. 
But Morgan never mentioned that he 
receives $100 a month as a member of 
the board of directors of the Home Sav­ 
ings and Loan Association of Lillington, 
N C A spokesman said Morgan sees no 
conflict of interest in his position. But he 
refused to say how much money the 
senator has in the savings and loan. 


Lacking in Latin 


It used to amuse me to see some of my 
classmates in high school struggling to 
learn Latin while I fairly breezed 
through my foreign language require­ 
ment in the Spanish Department. 
I never had cause to regret this deci­ 
sion on my part to learn Spanish, a living 
language, rather than Latin which 
nobody 
sp e a k s 
anymore. That is. I 
never regretted it un­ 
til not long ago I had 
somebody thrust in 
front of me a cigarette 
package on which 
there was written a 
motto in Latin 
It said. “ In hoc signe 
vinces.” 
“ Does this have 
anything to do with 
your family's coat of 
arms?" I was asked 
The similarity of the last word in the 
m otto and my name apparently 
prompted the question 
Ever since then I have become 
shockingly aware of the great many oc­ 
casions on which Latin expressions are 
used 
Once, for instance, a dentist handed 
me a prescription with a couple of pain 
pills attached and said, “Take these as 
directed ” 


I didn't notice until afterward that the 
instructions were written in Latin. For­ 
tunately. I didn't have any pain from that 
particular dentist office visit so I was 
saved a bit of embarrassment. 
Now I feel my inferiority fairly bristl­ 
ing every time I have a motto or some 
other Latin expression brought to my at­ 
tention 
, 
I am not a smoker, so it really doesn’t 
make any difference what the motto says 
on the package of cigarettes But now 
my curiosity has been whetted. Just 
what. I wonder, does “ In hoc signe 
vinces'' mean? 
Haveing had a smattering of exposure 
to etymology in college, it is not aH that 


difficult on occasion to sit down and 
reason out the derivation of a word. 
So if you're game, let's work out this 
Latin motto business together. Okay? 
Okay! 
Now. the first part of it really isn’t as 
hard as it might have seemed originally. 
1 have been “ in hoc" with finance com­ 
panies. credit unions, banks, the Federal 
Housing Administration, the appliance 
store, automobile dealers, savings and 
loan institutions and the like for years 
I am puzzled, frankly, what my finan­ 
cial condition has to do with a motto on a 
package of cigarettes. Perhaps it means 
that the company that makes the 
cigarettes is “ in hoc,” although I can’t 
see why they would want to advertise it 
on every package, unless it is a federal 
regulation imposed as a condition for 
receiving a government subsidy. 
The important thing, though, is that we 
now know what “ in hoc” means Now 
that we have that figured out, we have 
taken a big step in the right direction. 
Now comes the “signe vinces.” 
I remember that there was a movie 
actress named Signe Hasso. I doubt, 
however, that she would be "in hoc,” 
what with all the money she must have 
made during her career in show 
business. 
Furthermore, there is something of a 
discrepancy between the first and last 
part if this motto is referring to Signe 
Hasso, although it is entirely possible 
that “ Vinces” or “Vincent" could be her 
husband’s name. I do not know of any 
Vincents in our family who are married 
to actresses. 
It seems even more unlikely that this 
cigarette company would print “Signe 
and Vincent are in hoc” on its product. 
That's the sort of thing that malcontents 
scrawl (Hi wooden fences and the sides of 
buildings, but not what a tobacco com­ 
pany would blab all over the place. 
As it turns out, here I am past 45 years 
of age when life should be at its best and 
1 find that I can’t even read a cigarette 
package in its entirety. 
I am chagrined 
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Final word 


Readers may recall a flap that ex­ 
ploded on the education scene a few days 
before the school board election on 
March 8 involving student pregnancies 
and more specifically, abortions. 
The story had it that school ad­ 
ministrators, somehow were involved in 
helping students to get abortions. Not 
only that, but so the 
story went, the ad­ 
m in istra to rs 
w ere 
either refusing to in­ 
form a parent in such 
instances, or were 
saying that if such a 
case presented itself 
they would maintain 
the privacy of such in­ 
form ation with the 
students who were in­ 
volved. 
The origins of the 
story are unclear, but 
the story got around. 
Now finally, more than three weeks 
after all that, comes the official school 
explanation. It lays out in some detail, 
what this reporter had privately 
paraphrased when the story broke. 
Here are m ajor points of Supt. 
Clarence Bloom’s statement : “The Lom­ 
poc Unified School District provides a 
broad base of information to students 
and (»rents. It has been an operating 
policy of the schools to provide factual 
information regarding any and all mat­ 
ters pertaining to health. In most in­ 
stances, students expressing concern 
about their physical well-being are 
referred to the school nurse. A student 
who requests information regarding 
pregnancy or venereal disease is 
referred to the appropriate resource in 
the community. The Santa Barbara 
County Health D epartm ent, which 
provides services and information for 
both concerns, advises the school staff as 
to the availability of various clinics of­ 
fered in the Lompoc area. 
“The California Civil Code provides 
that an unmarried minor may give con­ 
sent for medical treatment in the case of 
pregnancy or for the treatment of an in­ 
fectious. contagious or or communicable 
disease. The code further states that this 
consent does not require the authoriza­ 
tion of a parent or guardian. 
“Although students are urged to con­ 
fide their medical concerns to their 
parents, the school normally observes 
the student’s right to privacy as 
guaranteed in the law regarding these 
m atters.” 
•* 
It is too bad that it took the schools 
nearly a month to compose the state­ 
ment. 
The issue is noted here now because ii 
has been allowed to dangle in limbo. 
Readers may recall that it took the 
schools weeks to come out with the 
rationale behind their closing of two 
schools. Of course, the philosophy had 
been stated mi bits and pieces, but not in 
the cohesive way that they finally ex­ 
pressed it. The publication of the state­ 
ment was hailed as a major event. This 
reporter and others around him at the 
time praised the lucid character of the 
presentation. Everyone this reporter 
talked with, however, asked the same 
question. “ Why did they wait so long to 
get their statement together?” While the 
public waited, the question festered. 
True, some forgot about the question in 
the interim, some may have come to 
realize it wasn’t such a big issue anyway, 
but a few put it down as another instance 
when a question went begging for an 
answer. The issue involving student 
abortions may be another. Bloom’s 
statement doesn’t answer all the ques­ 
tions that were posed, but it's definitive.
